The mother of the sultan is dead. 
It has happened to more than one 
woman to be the wife or mother of an 
emperor. But this woman has had the 
remarkable experience of being the 
mother of three rulers and the wife of 
a fourth; and that, too, in a country 
where the ruler is the most absolute 
despot in the world, For twenty years
